The  din- 
ing room  scene  of  this  issue  was  taken  by 
George  Leach  and  executed  with  the  assistance 
of  John  Newman. 

The  Camera  Club  was  also  able  to  present 
to  the  school  on  Sunday  afternoon,  February 
26th,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Eastman 
Kodak  Company,  the  new  sound-film  Shadows 
and  Highlights  which  described  the  complete 
processes  involved  in  the  manufacture  of  came- 
ras, films,  and  printing  paper. 

On  Sunday  evening,  Mr.  Waldman  of  the 
Boston  Eastman  store,  conducted  a  round- 
table  discussion  for  club  members  in  the  Man- 
sion House  kitchen.  He  especially  interested 
the  club  in  a  pin-hole  camera  contest  to  be  held 
as  soon  as  possible.

Fox,  Newman,  and  Lord  Experiment 

in  Distance  and  Focus 

DR.  ALLEN,  PROMINENT  SURGEON, 
SPEAKS  ON  MEDICINE  AS  CAREER 


On  Friday  evening,  February  24th,  Dr. 
Arthur  W.  Allen,  well-known  Boston  surgeon 
and  a  member  of  the  Academy's  Board  of 
Trustees,  spoke  to  the  school  on  medicine  as  a 
career.  Dr.  Allen  is  chief  of  East  Surgical  Serv- 
ice at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  a 
Regent  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons, 
and  Lecturer  in  Surgery  at  the  Harvard  Med- 
ical School. 

In  a  genial  way  he  discussed  the  questions 
which  a  boy  must  answer,  if  he  is  thinking  of 
entering  upon  the  study  of  medicine.  The  urge 
and  desire  to  be  a  doctor  is  not  enough,  said 
Dr.  Allen.  There  must  exist  the  special  apti- 
tudes pre-requisite  for  success  in  medicine; 
among  these  a  logical  mind  and  expert  co- 
ordination of  brain  and  hand  are  needed. 

He  stressed  the  value  of  studying  English  to 
gain  a  command  of  written  and  spoken  lan- 
guage and  said  that  all  activities  such  as  lab- 
oratory practice,  Camera  Club  work,  and  ex- 
perience in  handling  shop  tools  and  machines, 
aided  in  training  the  coordination  so  necessary 
in  medicine. 

Dr.  Allen  said  the  devotion  of  half  a  life- 
time to  learning  this  profession,  where  such 
a  field  for  practice  and  research  is  open,  should 
not  be  a  great  deterrent.

He  gave  a  number  of  illustra- 
tions including  an  amusing  one  of  two  people 
to  whom  he  gave  the  names  of  Bangor  Willie 
and  Back  Bay  Edgar.  Intolerance,  he  said,  re- 
tards progress  and  every  effort  made  to  act 
considerately  in  our  personal  relationships  was 
a  step  forward.

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THE  SCHOOL  LIBRARY:  PAST  AND  PRESENT 

By  MARY  G.  KIRK 


The  Archon  is  in- 
debted for  this  article 
on  the  Library  to  Mrs. 
Kirk  whose  services 
as  school  librarian 
have  been  greatly  ap- 
preciated by  boys  and 
masters.  The  Archon 
Staff  supports  the 
conviction,  herein  ex- 
pressed, that  the  Li- 
brary can  serve  as 
one  of  the  great  cen- 
ters of  school  life. 

A  great  many  of 
us  feel  front  time  to 
time,  particularl}  just 
before  vacations,  that 
our  school  life-  is  a 
routine  matter:  we 
rise,  eat,  sleep,  and 
even  think  by  bells, 
and  we  read  only  what  the  College  Boards 
prescribe.  Sometime  in  the  last  century  Samuel 
Butler  translated  into  prose  the  Iliad  and  the 
Odyssey  just  because  he  felt  he  must  "rescue 
them  from  the  clutches  of  a  blighting  acad- 
emism, for  he  knew  the  terriblist  thing  Homer, 
a  vital  and  living  artist,  has  to  fight  against 
is  the  fact  that  his  book  has  been  a  school 
book  for  over  two  thousand  and  five  hundred 
years".  Some  of  us  never  get  over  this  feeling 
about  books,  but  some  of  us,  fortunately,  nev- 
er get  enough  of  them. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Academy  when 
Master  Moody  was  presiding,  most  of  the 
books  in  the  little  red  schoolhouse  were  in 
Greek  and  Latin.  But  even  those  in  English 
hardly  came  under  the  classification  of  "light 
reading",  and  for  the  most  part  they  were  ser- 
mons, religious  tracts  and  commentaries,  and 
books  on  natural  history.  One  of  the  most  in- 
teresting of  this  last  group  was  entitled  "Con- 
versations on  Chemistry".  These  conversations 
in  print  took  place  between  Mrs.  B.,  Carolyn 
and  Emily.  The  title  page  of  this  valuable 
little  curiosity  which  the  Academy  still  pos- 
sesses reads  as  follows:  "Conversations  on 
Chemistry  in  which  the  Elements  of  that  Sci- 
ence are  familiarly  explained  and  illustrated 
by  Experiments  and  Plates  to  which  are  added 
some  late  Discoveries  on  the  subject  of  the 
Fixed  Alkalies,  a  Description  and  Plate  of  the 


Pneumatic  Cistern  of 
Yale  College  and  a 
Short  Account  of  Art- 
ificial Mineral  Wa- 
ters in  the  United 
States  with  an  Ap- 
pendix consisting  of 
Treatises  on  Dying, 
Tanning,  and  Curry- 
ing, from  Sidney's 
press  1814".  This  is 
a  far  cry,  is  it  not, 
from  Microbe  Hunt- 
ers and  At  Home 
Among  the   Atoms? 

After  Parson's 
School  House  was 
built,  the  Judge  By- 
field  room  housed  the 
books  for  many  years 
during  which  the  li- 
brary grew  very  slow- 
ly and  apparently  had  no  general  funds  to  re- 
plenish it.  Frequently  it  gave  quarters  to  cast- 
off  volumes  from  many  a  neighboring  attic. 
In  1930  was  erected  the  present  building 
known  as  the  Edward  Parish  Noyes  Memorial 
Library.  This  building  was  designed  by  Dr. 
Ingham,  former  headmaster  of  the  Academy, 
and  it  is  his  portrait  which  hangs  over  the 
fireplace. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  us  to  think 
our  library  unique.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  used 
throughout  the  day  as  a  classroom,  where  the 
flavor  of  Mr.  Mercer's  English  classes,  piquant 
as  it  is,  is  not  one  whit  impaired  by  the  li- 
brary background.  In  borrowing  books  there 
is  no  formal  desk  system,  which  is  a  con- 
venience for  the  boys,  but  not  always  an  ad- 
vantage for  the  library;  it  is  so  much  easier 
to  mislay  books  or  forget  to  sign  for  them 
under  this  regime.  This  difficulty  seems  to 
point  the  way  to  our  having  eventually  a  full- 
time  librarian,  not  only  for  the  routine  care 
of  the  books  but  as  a  source  of  professional 
help  and  even  inspiration.  This  fall  one  of  the 
new  boys  was  vainly  trying  to  look  up  Aeschy- 
lus in  "Who's  Who".  This  mythical  full-time 
librarian  would,  of  course,  nip  all  such  anach- 
ronistic errors  in  early  bud.  And  certainly  her 
hours  would  be  long. 

The  library  now  is  never  locked:  sometimes

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EDITORIAL 


Do  our  English  courses  in  secondary  schools 
furnish  us  with  a  thorough  enough  study  of 
our  language  today?  Are  we  sufficiently 
trained,  so  that  we  can  develop  the  necessary 
judgment  and  critical  sense  to  distinguish  be- 
tween poor,  explosive  and  misleading  expres- 
sion and  good  English  of  a  high  quality.  These 
are  questions  which  grow  in  importance  when 
we  consider  the  mass  of  reading  matter  avail- 
able today. 

With  the  spread  of  free  education  there  has 
naturally  been  an  increase  in  the  reading  pub- 
lic and  a  corresponding  expansion  of  reading 
matter.  Magazines,  newspapers,  advertise- 
ments, and  propaganda  are  everywhere;  hence 
it  is  more  difficult  to  remain  uninfluenced  by 
this  new  flood  of  printed  words.  Without 
proper  education  people  can  be  more  easily 
swayed  by  sensational  editorials  and  by  sub- 
versive prose  in  newspapers  and  cheap  maga- 
zines or  in  speeches  over  the  radio.  It  is  easy 
to  see  that  this  general  breakdown  of  the 
standards  of  expression  presents  a  problem  in 
education  which  cannot  be  neglected. 

There  is  a  current  trend  toward  excessive 
exaggeration  and  an  overuse  of  superlatives 
which  are  employed  to  influence  people  emo- 
tionally rather  than  rationally.  Look  at  the 
adjectives  in  the  daily  newspapers  or  the  ac- 
cumulation of  stupendous  adjectives  to  con- 


vince the  movie-goer  that  he  is  to  witness  next 
week  the  crowning  achievement  of  the  Holly- 
wood industry.  Such  advertisements  and  ap- 
peals only  corrode  the  public's  critical  sense. 
More  than  ever  before  there  is  a  need  for 
clear  thinking  in  the  present  troubled  times. 
Never  before  has  it  been  so  necessary  for  peo- 
ple to  realize  the  proper  use  of  words  and 
their  correct  meanings.  Since  an  intelligent 
comprehension  of  complex  modern  problems 
depends  upon  this  training,  people  should  be 
taught  to  read  intelligently  and  clearly.

"The  fate  of  the  world  will  soon  be  upon 
your  shoulders  and  its  responsibility  rests  very 
heavily".  This  is  an  old  theme  used  by 
speakers  in  addressing  youth  and  youth  does 
not  always  respond.  Perhaps  the  failure  to  be 
moved  by  these  ominous  words  is  attributable 
to  a  lack  of  training  in  current  events. 

The  study  of  current  events  is  an  important 
aspect  of  education  which  is  not  stressed 
enough  in  schools.  Most  young  people  when 
reading  the  newspapers,  turn  at  once  to  the 
comic  strips,  the  sport  page,  or  the  society 
columns,  and  then  put  the  paper  down.  This 
lack  of  interest  in  the  first  page  arises  from 
the  fact  that  the  world  events  of  the  day  do 
not  seem  to  them  of  personal  concern.  If 
time  were  taken  to  make  clear  to  students  the 
significance  of  such  news,  a  deeper  under- 
standing and  aroused  interest  would  result. 

The  question  immediately  arises  as  to  the 
method  of  getting  youth  vitally  interested  in 
current  events.  A  good  plan  might  be  to  have 
a  professional  news  commentator  or  someone 
who  was  himself  concerned  in  current  affairs 
visit  the  schools  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  or 
so  and  discuss  or  forecast  present  problems. 
This  would  emphasize  the  news  and  create 
an  interest  which  would  aid  students  to  take 
their  place  later  in  the  world  of  affairs.

6:30  finds  an  early  morning  searcher  after 
knowledge  and  warmth  opening  the  door.  And 
just  what  does  he  find,  once  inside?  An  at- 
tractive beamed  room,  a  fine  rug,  a  handsome 
fireplace,  and  book-lined  walls  furnish  pleasant 
surroundings  for  reading  and  reference.  Aesop 
tells  us  that  it  is  not  only  fine  feathers  that 
make  fine  birds;  just  so  artistic  surroundings, 
fine  buildings,  and  first  editions  are  not  the 
only  things  that  make  good  libraries;  it  is 
what  is  between  the  covers  of  the  books  that 
counts.  For  reference  material  the  library  is 
fortunate  in  having  the  Oxford  English  Dic- 
tionary, two  good  encyclopedias  and  a  Cam- 
bridge History  of  English  Literature,  but  there 
are  gaps  in  biographical,  historical  and  critical 
material,  the  latter  especially  in  modern  litera- 
ture. Someday  perhaps  we  may  hope  for  a 
Lincoln  Library,  a  Mencken's  American  Lan- 
guage, an  Encyclopedia  Americana,  the  Cam- 
bridge histories,  and,  most  costly  of  all,  a 
Dictionary  of  American  Biography.  These 
volumes  are  the  essential  tools  of  study  which 
are  important  for  any  library,  but  in  addition 
to  them  there  is  the  constant  need  of  other 
books  which  keep  a  library  stimulating  and 
exciting.  It  is  very  librarian's  hope  to  keep 
the  classics  of  fiction  in  that  category  known 
as  "live"  and  in  spite  of  reading  requirements 
this  should  not  be  impossible. 

It  is  the  librarian's  conviction  that  the  li- 
brary should  play  an  ever-increasing  role  in 
the  school  life.  It  is  true  that  boarding  school- 
life  is  of  necessity  regimented,  that  the  use  of 
the  library  sometimes  suffers  in  the  rush  of 
daily  appointments;  yet  it  can  do  much  more 
than  cunningly  fit  into  this  regimentation.  A 
wealth  of  books  can  be  at  once  a  haven  and 
a  new  continent;  it  can  offer  values  that  may 


endure  in  spite  of  College  Board  failures, 
economic  poverty,  or  even  war's  alarms. 
Democracy,  says  President  Conant  of  Har- 
vard, must  be  saved  in  our  schools.  Only  last 
year  our  German  exchange  student  returned 
to  a  school  whose  library  no  longer  housed 
truth;  it  had  gone  up  in  smoke  along  with 
thousands  of  banned  books.  This  must  never 
happen  in  America  where  even  the  smallest 
libraries  house  truth  and  more  besides.

That  we  are  too  much  concerned  with  the 
past  and  that  our  lives  are  too  filled  with 
dreams  of  the  future  was  the  theme  of  Dr. 
Gummere's  address.  He  said  that  he  wished 
to  stress  the  great  value  of  the  present  and 
its  opportunity  for  action,  and  quoted  a  num- 
ber of  lines  from  the  Bible  and  Sir  Henry 
Newbolt's  Play  the  Game  to  illustrate  his  em- 
phasis on  the  present  tense. 

The  people  of  the  Middle  Ages  were  forced 
to  look  into  the  future  and  forget  reality  in 
monastic  life;  totalitarian  states  of  modern 
times  confound  their  people  with  dreams  of 
the  future  in  order  to  blind  them  to  the  pres- 
ent. 

He  declared  that  we  should  look  back  with 
respect  to  the  traditional  worth-while  things 
of  the  past,  but  that  we  should  also  build  our 
own  kingdom  of  God  with  deeds  in  the  present.

Mr.  Kopf  used  the  experiences  o,f  Buzz 
Holstrom,  who  went  down  the  Colorado  River 
alone,  as  an  illustration  of  life.  Holstrom's 
experiences  proved  that  we  should  be  inde- 
pendent, build  our  own  philosophy,  be  con- 
tent to  do  the  best  with  little  tasks,  go  wisely 
with  or  against  popular  opinion,  be  able  to 
select  the  good  things  of  life,  and  go  on  alone.
